Tliis same idea has occurred to oth- 


er people before now. The American 
Bar Association has given a good deal 
of study to the proposition; and Con- 
gressman Emanuel Celler of New York 
has on his own hook introduced two 
bills to deal with the matter. 


Mr. Celler remarks that the gov- 


ernment now has some 73 administra- 
tive tribunals which perform essential 
judicial functions in upwards of 260 
classes of cases. There is, he adds, 
1 literally;a bedlam of federal statutes 
whereby judicial functions have been 
lodged.- with?:hundreds of ^officials, 
agencies, boards and •commissions." 


Two Remedies 


To remedy this state of affairs, he 


has two propositions, and he has laid 
both before congress. One would set 
up a United Stales Administrative 
Court of 40 members, which would 
take the place of the present Court of 
Claims, the Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals, the U. S. Customs 
Court and the Board of Tax Appeals. 


It would be divided into trial and 


appellate divisions, and it would in 
addition'be vested with all the pow- 
ers to revoke permits, licenses, reg- 
istrations and grunts such as are now 
exercised by the Secretary of 
Agri- 


culture, the Commerce Department, 
the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, the Federal Communications 
Commission, and so on. 


Since this court's decision would 


be final except for Supreme Court 
review on writs of certiorari, and 
since such writs are rarely obtainable 
except where a conflict in lower court 
decisions can be shown, the charge has 
been made that in tax cases, for in- 
stance, the citizen would be almost 
entirely at the mercy of this new court, 
with nobody to appeal to in case ho 
got a raw deal. 


Mr. Celler denies that it would 


work out that way; and anyhow he 
has introduced a second bill which 
v/nuld create a Court of Aprx>als for 
Administration. This would leave Uie 
semi-judicial agencies as they arc 
now, but would create a special court 
to handle all appeals—including, in- 
cidentally, appeals from the findings 
of the NLRB. 


He says he doesn't especially care 


which of these two bills is adopted, 
if any. He wants to get Congress's 
reaction and see which idea is the 
more popular before he starts push- 
ing.

—Eugcnio Cardinal Pacelli Thursday 
wiis elected the 262nd pope of the 
Holy Roman Catholic Church, on his 
C3rd birthday—and he assumed the 
name of Pius the 12th.

pontiff will be the spiritual ruler of 
331% million Catholics was assumed in 
recognition of his succession of Pius 
thq.llth, to whom he was papal sec- 
retary of state. 


The election of the Italian cardinal 


on the third ballot of .the-first day of 
the conclave's voting was without pre- 
cedent in the modern history of the

The-date of his coronation will be 


announced later. 


The election of Pacelli shattered the

feated 47 to 40 Thursday a bill by 
Goldman, of Texarkana, proposing a 
graduated tax upon chain stores to pro- 
vide old-age pension funds.

county, to extend the time for pur- 
chase of auto licenses without pay- 
ment-of penalty until March 15. 


Receding from the Byrd-Abinglon 


amendment, the senate passed 33 to 
0 the Wilkinson house resolution pro- 
posing a constitutional amendment to 
guarantee payment by the state of an- 
nual debt service on bonds which may 
be issued to refund Arkansas' 142- 
million-dollar highway debt.

Botli Students and

A total of 1G9 boys and girls in Hemp- 
stead county—botii in and out of school 
—are receiving work through the Na- 
tional Youth Administration, accord- 
ing to a survey just completed. 


For the slate, the NYA is operating 


a broad program of work and training 
that is giving part-time employment 
to more than 12,500 boys and girls, both 
white and negro. Of this total 6,500 
are out-of-school youths employed on 
work projects ranging from the con- 
struction of public buildings to cler- 
ical training, and 6,000 are students 
working in their spare tune on NYA 
jobs 'that spelf'ffie.'difference" tietwe'erT " 
their having to drop out of school and 
continuing their education. 


Divided ]n(o Two Programs 


Tlie NYA is divided broadly into 


two general programs: (1) the works 
program for out-qf-school boys and 
girls, -and (2) the student aid program 
for needy high school and college stu- 
dents, Youtlis between the ages o£ 18 
and 25 years whose families are in 
need of assistance are given employ- 
ment on Uie works program. The age 
limits for students seeking work on 
the student aid program arc 16 to 25 
years. 


For Uie boys and girls who have 


been forced to discontinue

schooling, most of them before they 
completed high school, the NYA is 
operating a variety of work projects.

House Acts Quickly 


Strangely, after delaying action on 


any workmen's compensation bill for 
about four weeks with the repeated 
argument that the subject was "too 
important" on which to rush action, 
when the two bills were culled up for 
final action the cloture rule was in- 
voked and debate was limited to 15 
minutes on each side. 


Before the final vote—the roll was 


called on both bills simultaneously— 
proponents of H. B. 423 beat down 13 
efforts to amend the measure. There 
was caustic debate over several of the 
proffered amendments, but it dwindled 
as the house shouted the changes 
down repeatedly. 
Principal amend- 


ment would have placed administra- 
tion of the law in the hands of cir- 
cuit courts. 


Repeal Abiiigton pill 


Arkansas's federal aid for welfare 


purposes was suspended by the So- 
cial Security Board in Washington 
Wednesday shortly before Uie state 
senate passed, 20 to 11, a bill to repeal 
the week-old Abington-Houston Hig- 
ginbotham welfare-old age pension 
law, enactment of which was blamed 
for the suspension of federal grants. 


State Welfare Commission Secre-

Many of the victims were hurt

Unofficial estimates of the missing 
ran as high as 27. .

LITTLE ROCK—Lieut. Gov. Bob 


Bailey declared passed Wednesday the 
Nyberg bill which proposes to levy 
a tax of 53.50 a barrel or one cent a 
bottle on beer and three per cent 
wholesale-price tax on liquor after 
receiving an opinion from Attorney 
General Jack Holt that only a majority 
vote was required for passage.

In Dry Territory 


But New Law forbids Sale 


of Intoxicants on 


Sunday 


LITTLE ROCK-Snle of beer in the 


10 dry counties and 27 dry towns and 
cities in the stale will be legalized 
Thursday when n bill by Senator 
Armil Taylor of Clarksville becomes n 
lf>w without Governor Bailey's sig- 
nature. The' governor said Wedne/j- 
doy he would neither sign nor veto 
the measure. 


The bill removes beer contnnihg 


not more than 5 per cent alcohol 
from under provisions of the 1935 
Thorn liquor control act and places it 
under provisions of the 1933 beer act. 
; The effect of this would be that 
rale of beer could continue in coun- 
ties, cities and tpwns which have voted 
'.But sale of liquor under lo'cal option 
provisions of the Thorn act. 


The 
petition of 35 per cent of the 


legal voters is necessary to call a local 
option on sale of liquor under the 
Thorn act while vthe, petition of 51 per 
cent of the legal voters is required 
under the 1933 beer act to call an elec- 
tion on sale of beer. No Ideal options 
on beer may be called in governmental 
sub-divisions less than a county. 
, To dale no local option electons havo 
been called on the beer question. 
: Sale of beer on Sunday in dry torri- 
'tory still would be outlawed, even 
should the legislature appeal the 1885 
blue laws which now. place a state- 


vwide ban on Sabbath sales.
